Washington, 28.—The 
government served blunt notice on 
soft-coal miners’ and operators to- 
night that interference with coal 
production would not be tolerated. 

Warning that legal prosecution 
would be. employed to thwart con- 


spiracies by either side and troops 
sent wherever necessary to protect 
miners willing to wotk came from 
the department of justice after 
members of the cabinet had consid- 
ered every. phase of the fuel situa- 
tion, admittedly critical in view of 
the abrupt breaking off of negotia- 
tions. 

It is not the intention of the gov- 
ernment to let the mines remain 
idle with half the country in the 
grip of.cold weather. and the coal 
stocks rapidly diminishing. 

The administration, it was said by 
those in a position to know, had 
fully expected the miners to reject 
the 14 per cent wage increase of- 
fered by Fuel Administrator Gar- 
field. Anticipating this, plans had 
been considered for augmenting the 
present output of bituminous mines, 
officially figured at better than 40 
per cent of normal. 

Protection To Be Given. 

A statement by Assistant Attor- 
ney General Ames, issued late in 
the day, gave assurance to all min- 
ers that they would be afforded am- 
ple protection if they returned to 
, work, even if.troops had to be called

Incréases Sought. 

Increases sought by the teachers

“T’ am’ indorsing as. strongly as 
I can the appointment of Hon. Alex 
King, of Atlanta, Who is probably 
the ablest lawyer in the south arid 
who has made an enviable record as 
solicitor general of the department 
of justice.

Paris, November 28.—The supreme 


council today adopted the British 
suggestion for partition of the Ger- 
man war fleet. Under the arrange- 
ment Great Britain will ‘receive 70 
per cent of the total tonnage, 
France 10 per cent, Italy 10 per 
cent, Japan 8 per cent ard the Unit- 
ed States 2 per cent. 

Discussing the sinking of the Ger- 
man fleet in Scapa Flow and the 
compensatiens to be obtained there- 
for, the supreme council today ad- 
mitted in principle the demolition 
of the units still in the hands of the 
allies, but the question of the dis- 
tribution of scrap iron resulting 
from the breaking up of the ships 
was not decided. 

France and Italy, whose shipbuild- 
ing yards have been idle since 1914, 
will receive certain units intact as 
compensation for tonnage lost dur- 
ing the war. 

Each of the allied and associated 
powers will receive a large battle- 
ship and a torpedo boat for experi- 
mental purposes, these units to be 
destroyed within a year from the 
time of their delivery. 

Washington Surprised. 

Washington, November 28.—Navy 
department officials expressed sur- 
prise today at the action of the su- 
preme council in allocating one Ger- 
man battleship and destroyer to 
each of the allied and associated 
powers for experiméntal purposes. 
The United States had not asked for 
any of the German vessels and said 
they would be of little use to this 
country, even for experimental 
work. Probably the ships, after be- 
ing inspected by boards of naval of- 
ficers, would be placed on exhibition 
at seaports, and later be used as 
targets for the fleet, it was said.

The government's determination 
to refuse to yield to the demand of 
the entente was due to heavy pres- 
sure exerted in the past few days 
by the Bremen and Hamburg ship- 
ping interests, who have been in 
active consultation with official 
quarters in. Berlin. They chargé 
that possession of the tugs, dredges, 
cranes and floating docks would 
give France and Great Britam con- 
trol of the Weser and Elbe ports, and| 
that the United States and neutrals, 


therefore, would be wholly depend- 
ent upon the good will of both 
these powers in the matter of using 
Bremen and Hamburg; also that 
possession of technical equipment 
in other than German hands would 
be bound to resuit.in-injuring the 
efficiency of these ports in the mat- 
ter of docking of vessels and dis- 
charging cargoes and keeping 
the waterways navigable. 

The Hamburg shipping interests 
declare that the Elbe at two points 
is continually silting up, and that 
unless this condition is remedied 
yearly the river would not be nav- 
igable. The Bremen and Hamburg 
leaders asserts that the issue is 
one of vital importance to Ameri- 
can interests, which eventually will 
avail themselves of the comprehen- 
sive technical organization of both 
ports, which was kept intact during 
the war. 

The German shipping men are 
said to see in tre demand for the 
river and dock tonnage the shifting 
of the.merchantile shipping balance 
of power elsewhere than Bremen 
and Hamburg, and eventual relega- 
tion of the ports to vlaces of sec- 
ondary importance. These shipping 
men essert that, if the added ton- 
nage now demanded as a penalty 
for the Scapa Flow incident is sur- 
rendered, both Bremen and Ham- 
bure will be indefinitely unavail- 
able for shippirg.

Differ Over Report. 

Differences over the report of 
Miss Lee have been brewing since 
the last meeting of the board of 
public welfare two weeks ago, 
when a breach occurred between 
the subcommittee and other mem- 
bers of the board. At this time Mr. 


Ziegler and other members ecriti- 
cized the action of the subcommit- 
tee which had been appointed sounie 
months ago to assist Miss Lee in se- 
curing data. It was charged at that 
time that the report had not been 
submitted to the entire board until 
that meeting. 

Criticism in this regard was re- 
peated Friday. and ic was also sug- 
gested that the subcommittee was 
keeping as confidential parts of the 
report, made by Miss e, but not 
included in the format report made 
to the board. Mr. Ziegler asserted 
that more frequent meetings of the 
board should have been held to Keep 
them in touch with the work of the 
committee and with Miss Lee, but 
that instead they knew nothing of 
the work being done until some time 
after it was completed. 

Dr. Ed Mincey, chairman of the 
board of public welfare, was not 
_present at the meeting, and Mayor 
Key presided. Thomas Connally was 
the only member of the subcommit- 
tee present. There were also several 
representatives of charitable organi- 
zations in attendance. Complaints 
in regard to the trearment accorded 
these institutions in the report were 
made 

Claim Money Was Wasted. 

Copies of different parts of the re- 
port are being made, and sections 
pertaining to them will be sent to 
each institution. In order that the 
fullest publicity be given to the re- 
port, Mayor Key formally placed the 
document in the hands of M. 
Strickland, city warden, where it 
may be read by any member of the 
board of welfare, of the welfare or- 
ganizations, and by any interested 
citizen. 

That the money spent for making 
the survey was wasted since many 
of the recommendations are imprac- 
tical, and that a report made by 
‘citizens of Atlanta on the situation 
would be of much more benefit, was 
| the belief expressed by one member 
.of the board. 

“Joseph Logan, who is recognized 
as one of the foremost men in this 
part of the country in regard to wel- 
fare matters, says that it will take 
three years for all of the recommen- 
dations to be carried out,” said Mr. 
Connally. “It is something towards 
which we can grow. Te criticisms 
were not made in any hostile sense, 
and should not be accepted as such, 
In fact, I believe that the majority 
of the people connected with the in- 
stitutions. will be honestly glad to 
know some of the improvements 
which could be made, from the view- 
point of an unbiased and _ trained 
social worker.” 

Defends Charities. 

In regard to the charges made 
against the Associated Charities, C. 
B. Howard, president of the board, 
when interviewed last night, made 
the following statement: 

“Tt is a mistaken idea that the As- 
sociated Charities 1s trying to absorb 
the city warden’s office and the oth- 
er social agencies. The board of

Ed Stinson, Who Holds 
World Record for Loop- 
ing the Loop, Will Make 
Flights Over City While 
Here. > 


Ed Stinson, former lieutenant in 
the army and instructor at Kelly 
flying field at San Antonio, Texas, 
is scheduled to arrive at Candler 
field, near Hapeville, this morning 
at 9:30 o’clock, coming from Chat- 
tanooga, where he has been giving 
exhibition flights. 

Stinson has established one of the 
most remarkable records of any 
birdman who has ever taken the 
air in America. He is a pioneer in 
the game, having taken his first 
flight more than eight years ago. 
In this period he has piloted every 
type of airship that has been de- 
veloped and not once has he suf- 
fered an accident of any conse- 
quence. 

Recently he established the 
world’s record for looping the loop, 
perfoming more than 150 consec- 
utive gyrations. When he entered 
the air service early in the war with 
the central powers, his knowledge 
of the detail of flying and the care 
he exercised attracted the notice of 
Officials and he was commissioned 
and made an ingtructor at Kelly 
field. 

Catherine Stinson, his sister, is 
known almost equally well with her 
brother for successful navigation 
of the air.

With Report Made by Com- 
mittee of Women. | 


Statements given out by city of- 
ficials and fire experts Friday, fol- 
lowing recommendations made by a 
committee of women citizens, 
through Mrs. Cc. L. pe thesggo. 89 
Copenhil!l avenue, chairman, who in- 
spected the building Wednesday, are 
to the effect that the Auditorium 
is a veritable fire trap, and a fire 
there, while the structure is filled 
to capacity, might result in a great 
loss of life and considerable dam- 
age to the property. 

Fire Chief Cody and A. M. Schoen, 
consulting, engineer of the South- 
eastern Underwriters’ association, 
were visited by the ladies making 
the investigation and confirmed the 


opinions of the committee that im 
mediate changes in the building are 
necessary before the hazard of fire 
is diminished. 

According to Mr. Schoen, he and 
J. R. Dillon, an Atlanta architect, 
with other citizens appointed by the 
chamber of commerce, made an in- 
spection of the Auditorium a year 
ago and reported the building as 
unsafe. This committee made the 
following report: 

“That a brick fire wall be built 
across the front of the stage, from 
the cellar to the roof, and that the 


staxe opening be rotected by a 
fireproof curtain. 
“2. That two add nal ramps be 


built to serve the wo top gal- 
leries. 

“3. That automatic sprinklers be 
installed in the basement of the 
building and on the stage. 

“4. That a wide cross-aisle be 
kept open always in a north and 
south direction of the Auditorium. 

“5. That seats on the paraquet 
floor be cleated to the floor, and 
that ample space be provided be- 
tween the row of seais, in der 
that the danger of them being over- 
turned and tripping people who 
were filing to safety be removed.” 

Mayor Key was of the opinion 
that danger exists, and that it was 
of the utmost importance that this 
matter have immediate attention. 
He approved the changes in the 
construction of the building. 

Fire Chief Cody stated he had 
been aware of this danger for some 
time, and that he had given the 
firemen, detailed as special guards 
when gatherings were scheduled 
there, instructions to be especially 
in the enforcement of the 
fire rules of the Auditorium.

Clemenceau’s Victory 


are thinkers—you can tell that by

Clemenceau’s victory, almost com- 
plete as his military triumph of ‘a 


year ago, definitely takes France 


out of the list of countries in which 
bolshevism remains a peril. The’ 
men who put. international social- 
ism above France in the years of 
the war and have valued bolshevism 
more dearly than order since have 
been defeated. So also have been 
the following of Caillaux, who were 
at all times, ready to make a “de- 
featist” peace with Germany and 
almost accomplished the ruin of 
their country. 

The victory in the recent election 
confirms the success of the war, 
France has willed to live, in the 
presenec of domestic dangers, ex- 
actly as she willed to live at the 
Marne, in the presence of the Ger- 
man. The majority which will 
dominate the chamber of deputies is 
too strong to offer any immediate 
or even remote hope to the foes of 
ordered freedom and the friends of 
Russian madness, 


There remains the question as to 
who will succeed the man whose 
personal triumph is disclosed in the 


result of the election, for no one can 
now believe that with his work 
done, order at home assured follow- 
ing the achievement of victory 
abroad, Clemenceau will be tempted 
to revise his ante-election pledge. 
Nor is it much more IfkKely that he 
will consent to succeed Poincare in 
an office which has never yet failed 
to extinguish the man who nele@ it. 
As successor to Clemenceau two 
names are at once mentioned. Mil- 
lerand, the present resentative of 
France in  Alsace-Borraine, and 
Tardieu, who ably looked after the 
military and financial interests of 
his country in the United States 
during the latter part of the war, 
in which he served as capain at the 
front for a considerable period. 


Of these two men Millerand is by. 
far the more experienced as a par- 
liamentarian and he is much the el- 


der. In two cabinets he had been 
minister of war, once before 1914, 
when he contributed materially to 
insuring necessary reforms and re- 
organiaztions, which proved their 
value when war.came and agnin 
for a time early in the war Mil- 
lerand held his old portfolio, but 
this time his influence was far less 
for actual control had passed 
naturally to Joffre.

Coming from such a source, the 
charges made by former Secretary 


of the Treasury McAdoo relative to 
the excessive profits made by the 
operators of the bituminous Goal 
mines cannot be allowed to go un- 
challenged. 


Mr. McAdoo says that in some in- 
Stances the operators have made as 


high as 2,000 per cent, and that 
their profits for 1917 were “shock- 
ing.” Earnings of 100 to 300 per 
cent were not uncommon. 


He suggests further that these 
Statements can be verified by ref- 


erence to the income tax returns, 
which in certain circumstances may 
be examined under the law. He, 
therefore, advocates that the miners 
be allowed their increase in pay, 
which he says may be done with- 
out increasing the cost of coal to 
the consumer. 


If Mr. McAdoo is anywhere near 
correct in his figures, it represents 
very truly, as he has said, a con- 


dition that is shocking. The price 
of coal has been advanced steadily 
on the theory that the cost of pro- 
duction had increased to a tremend- 
ous extent and that the advance in 
price really represented this increase 
in production cost. 

Here is a direct charge of profit- 
eering on a most stupendous scale. 
It comes from a man who has held 
one of the highest offices in the 
gift of the government and who 
stands well before the community. 
It is a charge which not only should 
but must be investigated. It is a 
direct issue between Mr. McAdoo and 
the operators. Either the former 
secretary has been guilty of mak- 
ing wild charges which could not 
be supported by facts or else the 
operators are guilty of profiteering. 
The question of the pay of the mi- 
ners becomes secondary under such 
conditions. 

Tt all resolves-itself into a ques- 
tion of fact capable of ascertain- 
ment. These facts must be uncov- 


*ered, and if they are true the opera- 


tors should be punished under laws 
passed for that purpose, and which 
are still in existence. If the opera- 
tors were obtaining a net profit 
of 10 or 15 per cent they would be 
doing well. Profits of from 100 to 
800 per cent are shocking, and prof- 
its of 2,000 per cent are criminal. 

It is, of course, improper to try 
a case in advance, and the operators 
are entitled to have their say. They 


may be able to show that they were 
acting under government instruc- 
tions and that they have had to pay 
most of their “shocking” profits 
back to the government. That is 
also capable of ascertainment. 
The very serious consideration un- 
derlying the whole proposition is 
whether or not the public has been 
reatly overcharged for its coal. 
The greater part of the present 
unrest is due te the high cost of 
living, and charges of profiteering 
have been rife. Hitherto nothing 
has come of these charges, but now 
we are brought face to face with |

But the necessity was 
great and Millerand happened to be 
one of the rare Frenchmen with 
whom Clemenceau had never fought 
a political duel. 


As for Tardieu, he is, relatively 
speaking, new in the political world, 
although as foreign editor of The 


Temps he has been familiar with in- 
ternational affairs for years, Next 
to Clem@nceau he has been the most 
conspicuous Frenchman in the peace 
negotiations, his advice and his sug- 
gestions contributed much to the 
character of the treaty itself and 
he is, in many ways, the logical heir 
to the Clemenceau political estate. 
On the other hand, he is still rather 
young to have a cabinet and it is 
by no means unlikely that he will 
make an alliance with Millerand and 
occupy in the new cabinet some- 
thing of the same influentia] posi- 
tion he held in the last. A sincere 
friend of the United States, Tardieu 
can be counted upon to do every- 
thing to preserve Franco-American 
friendship. 


Mr. Jounart, until recently gover- 
nor general of Algeria and now min- 


ister for the devastated regions, is a 
third possibility. He is a man of 


great ability, distingnished service 


and will only be a power in the next 
ministry and he may head it. 


Had the election been less favor- 
able to Clemenceau, Briand would

STRAIGHTENING BOW LEGS 

In a comnmunication to the editor 
of the New York Medical Journal, 
September 6, 1919, a San Francisco 
orthopedic surgeon observes that it 
is “amazing how the profession ad- 
vances in new achievements and 
clings with the utmost pertinacity 
to traditional blunders.” He then 
goes on to describe the treatment 
of bow legs in children, as it is 
managed in London, where there is 


a great amount of rickets and the 
doctors have acquired exceptional 
experience and skill in treating the 
condition. 

“Bow legs of any appreciable de- 
gree should never be permitted to 
go untreated after the child has 
learned to walk. If the deformity 


exists in exaggerated form it should. 


be corrected as soon as the infant 
is old enough to wear a leather shoe. 

“A simple little straight splint of 
light wood padded so as to protect 
the internal malleolus” (which 
means the inner ankle prominence) 
“at one end and the inner side of 
the head of the tibia’ (head of the 
shin bone) “at the other, is placed 
on the inner side of the leg and 
foot. The lower end of this splint 
should be attached by a strap of 
leather sewed to the inner edge of 
the sole of the shoe so as to hold 
the splint at the lower end over 
the malleolus. A small strap should 
buckle around the head of the tibia 
(which would mean just below the 
knee), “fixing the upper end of the 
splint at that point. Three strips of 
elastic webbing long enough to sur- 
round the leg and splint are also at- 
tached to the splint and a buckle at- 
tached to each piece of webbing 80 
that the buckle will be fixed at the 
posterior border of the splint. Care 
should be taken not to buckle these 
straps too tightly as they will cause 
pain.

Given an opportunity a baseball 
player will always rub hig hat on 
the hump of a humpbacked boy. 
This is supposed to be an unfail- 
ing omen of luck. 

All baseball teams “on the road” 
have boys to look after*thgir bats, 
called “bat boys.” If they have a 
new boy and they win they would 
not have any other boy the next 
day or any day until they lose. 
Teams have been known to pick up 
a boy this way and carry him all 


the way around the circuit when 
they are on a winning streak. 

Beside these traditional super- 
stitions of the game almost every 
professional player has his pet in- 
dividual superstitions. 
players never face a pitcher until 
they have tapped the plate with 
their bat; hundreds always take ex- 
actly the same route between tlie 
dugout and the plate. 

Nearly every player has his pet 
bats which he would not sell 
any money, and it is a sad day when 
these bats are broken. When a 
player loses a favorite bat he 
sometimes tries twenty new ones 
before he gets one to’satisfy him 
aittd during the winter these favor- 
ite bats are carefully oiled and 
looked after. 

Many players wear charms of va- 
rious kinds presented to them by 
sweethearts or friends. It is on 
record that players losing such tal- 
ismans have fallen into slumps that 
have affected their playing ability 
tremendously. 

Cy Seymour was said to have 
been one of the most superstitious 


players in baseball, and today Ty

_ Believed It Would Be 
_ , Difficult for France to 
“Refuse Request of the 
United States If Pres- 
sure Is Exerted. 
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Paris, November 28.—Efforts to 
return the bodies of American sol- 
diers soon are being continued, re- 
sardless of the officially, expressed 
attiture of the French government 
against permitting American ex- 
humations before the same privilege 
is accorded French families. The 
American embassy has presented to 
ane foreign office a note from 
i. ‘Vashington setting forth the desire 
_ of the American people to have 

their dead in their own country as 
~f00on as possible. 

"S~It is said to be the feeling in 
some’ French quarters‘that it would 
be difficult to refuse the Ameri- 
cans if pressure were exerted. 

It is pointed out that the French 
have more than a million bodies of 
their own,’ which would require 
much time to remove; that the 
Americans are far ahead of the 
Fre nch in grouping and identifying 
their bodies, and that the number 
of American dead 1» slight compared 
‘with either the British or French. 

Decree Prohibits Removal. 

The present situation is that the 
government decree continues the 
former military prohibition egainst 

moval of the dead of any nation- 
ality from the “war zone,” where 
nearly 50,000 Americans are buried. 

There is no law or decree prevent- 

ing the removal of nearly 20,000 
American dead from the “interior 
zone.” But the red tape tnvolved 
in getting the authorization of may- 
ors and departmental prefects in 
each individual case makes it neces- 
sary to devise a plan to get author- 
igation from the government if the 
20,000 Americans are to be removed. 

Provides Exceptions. 

The proposed f!aw to postpone ex- 
humations probably until July, 1922, 
would, however, prohibit the removal 
of the bodies from either the war or 
interior zones. One article of this 
law, which the last chamber of dep- 
uties did not reach, provides excep- 
tions in the case of previous agree- 
ment with France’s allies. 

Thus far the American negotia- 
tions have been limited to general 
representations covering all the 

_,American dead, If later negotiations 

# should result in the French releas- 
ing American dead in the interior, it 
is admitted this would make it much 
easier to ur that the remainder of 
the exhumations be permitted. 

The present American bureau of 
graves registration will be taken 
over soon by Colonel Harry.F. Reth- 
ers, recently named mortuary officer 
for Europe, who now is in London. 
He will replace Colonel Kremer, who 
is returning to the Unfted States 
early in December.

The request of the Fulton county 
grand jury that Baldwin's license, 
and that of the Southern hotel be 
revoked, was read to the committee, 
but on account of a lack of evidence, 
the hotel case was postponed for ac- 
tion until a later meeting. 

The grand jury’s petition to the 
mayor and general council of the 
city, which had been referred to the 
police committee, it was said, should 
have been ready for action at the 
last council meeting, but had been 
held up for some reason. 

The petition declared that Baldwin 
was under two indictments, one for 
receiving stolen goods, and one for 
selling liquor; and that certain of 
the employees of the Southern hote} 
were guilty of receiving stolen 
goods.

There remains for approval 
only the draft convention providing 
for a leave of absence for women at 
the time of child birth, which will 
be reported out tomorrow, and the 
conference will adjourn. 

Albert Thomas, the French labor 
leader, was chosen director general 
of the international labor office by 
the governing body. His headquar- 
ters will be at the seat of the league 
of nations and there he will organ- 
ize the staff that will attempt to 
— on the labor program begun 

ere. 


Protecting Prespective Mothers. 


Only a parliamentary error pre- 
vented an adjournment tonight. The 
drafting committee, forced to re- 
turn to the conference for a ruling 
on the consideration of the conven- 
tion for the safeguarding of wom- 
en workers at the time of child 
birth, was unable to present its re- 
port. Adoption of the various 
clauses of that convention was the 
last act of the conference prior to 
disposing of the drafting commit- 
tee’s report. In general, it provided 
for the extension to prospective 
mothers of a six weeks’ leave of ab- 
sence prior to child birth, as long 
a period after the birth and one- 
half hour period out of every four 
hours for the care of the child. 
What was regarded as the most rad- 
ical suggestion coming from ine 
conference was an amendment to 
the maternity convention submitted 
by Leon Jouhaux, the French labor 
leader, providing that women re- 
lieved from duty for the six weeks 
before and six weeks after child 
birth should receive indemnities 
from the state. The amendment was 
adopted, 46 to 24. 

The draft conventions approved 
are: 

Unemployment: Providing for the 
abolition of private employment 
agencies, the establishment of gov- 
ernment agencies, the maintenance 
of an effective system of unemploy- 
ment insurance and that only by 
mutual agreement shall laborers be 
recruited in one country for work 
in another. 


Night Work for Women, 


Employment of women at night: 
Providing that no woman may work 
during the night in any public or 
private industrial undertaking oth- 
er than one in which only the mem- 
bers of the family are: employed. 

Hours of work: Providing for an 
eight-hour day and a 48-hour week. 

Admission of children to Indus- 
trial work: Providing no child un- 
der 14 years of age shall be em- 
ployed in any industrial work except 
in Japan, where the age was re- 
duced to 12 years, and in certain of 
the countries less developed indus- 
trially, where the subject was made 
one of special consideration. 

Night work for young persons: 
Providing that no one, male or fe- 
male, may work at night in any in- 
dustrial concern.

The news that the Crimson men- 
tor will return to the university 
next year will be received with uni- 
versal satisfaction among the stu- 
dents and alumni. Regardless of 
his past record, Coach Scott has 
shown by his work at Alabama he 
is a very able coach. Without the 
nucleus of a team from last year to 
build around, Scott built a machine 
that was feared and_ respected 
throughout the south.

The football world dozed off to 
sleep on Friday, November 21, with 
the comfortable feling that at any 
rate all the shocking upsets possi- 
ble had already taken. place, and 
that the 22d would be a day devoted 
to the regular coming through of 
the favorites, . Harvard, Syracuse 
and Ohio State. 

But while Harvard did win, they 
were sore pressed throughout the 
second half, while Syracuse .went 
down to defeat before Indiana, Wil- 
liams, the western halfback, doing 
wonderful work, and Ohio State, 
with its apparently clean title to 
the conference championship, fell 
before Zupke’s men, the Illinois team, 
with Steirnman doing the star work. 
And there was still \another upset 
out on the Pacific coast, for Wash- 
ington State, only a short time ago 
regarded as certain of the coast 
championship, added to their down- 
hill slide, begun a week ago with 
a lost game to Washington univer- 
sity by falling once more, this time 
before the Oregon Aggies, a previ- 
ously defeated team. Of course, the 
big game out there was the revival 
of the old classic—California Stan- 
ford, and here two equally matched 
teams fought ahard battle, Claifor- 
nia winning, 14 to 10.

Harvard-Vale Game. 

In the great Harvard-Yale game 
in the stadium, the huge throng saw 
a Yale team full of all those cen- 
tury-long traditions of fighting 
spirit, but dog tenacit} and uncon- 
querable pluck, battle almost weap- 
onless through two perfods of de- 
spair and then, with bare hands, but 
with big heart, come back and fairly 
electrify friends and foe with their 
maddened rush, to literally tear that 
victory away from Harvard by 
sheer physical effort. 

It was, indeed, a great sight, but 
almost pitiful. Those who had scen 
the modern play of a team like 
West Virginia, wondererd what such 
a team of fighters as Yale would 
have done if equipped with plays 
that had even the veriset trace of 
deception about them: of what that 
big bull, Braden, might have done if 
there had been any threats at the 
Harvard line off tackle, or round 
the end, or torward passes of less 
than ten-year-old mould. And when, 
they saw a substitute Aldrich £0 
in and run, almost unaided and 
alone, straight up (after giving due 
notice that he was about to do it), 
outside Harvard's tackles for 20 
yards, they thought what would this 
speed demon do if there was real in- 
terference on the ends, with a de- 
velopnment run from kick forma- 
tion, coupled with the possibilities 
of the forward pass. 7 

This is not to detract from Har- 
vard’s credit for a Well-merited vic- 
tory over Yale, nor is it to mini- 
mize Princeton's prestige for defeat- 
ing the big Blue team. They both

And bear in mind 
that center is just as modern in its 
attack, and defeated West Virginia, 
though, in a bitterly fought-out 
game. All this should give the big 
three plenty to think. a: -ut over the 
winter, for it is no use to. speak 
slightingly of these dev lopments or 
to hug tight to the relics and scoff 
at the quality of the players in these 
outside teams. Modern football is 
going ahead in leaps and bounds, 
and only the deaf and the blind can 
fail to hear and see this. 

Blocked Punts. 


Still more in evidence is the seri- 
ous disaster so common in big 
games this season—the blocked 
punts. Dartmouth lost her game 
to Brown, Nichols, the Brown guard, 
breaking «through and blocking 
Grundman’s punt on his 40-yard 
line. Colgate lost to Syracuse, Alex~- 
ander, the star Syracuse guard, 
breaking through and blocking 
Laird’s punt on his 22-yard line. 
Princeton nearly lost the game to 
Yale, which she eventually won, 
Trimble’s punt being blocked by 
Walker on Princeton’s 20-yard line, 
two of these cases making an im- 
portant change in the standing of 


the leaders, and the third, which, in 
the end, turned into a Princeton vic- 
tory, might easily have been a de- 
feat from this one blocked punt

The committee also passed a reso- 
lution’ requesting Attorney General 
Palmer to investigate manufactur- 
ers, tanners and importers of shoes 
and leather to determine the cause 
for the enormous inerease in the 
cost of shoes since 1914. 

The scale of prices fixed by the 
committee for different classes of 
shoes follows: A maximum of $10 
for men and women: $6, boys; $5, 
large girls; misses, $6.50; children, 
$5, and infants, $2.50. 

Mr. Byck quoted statistics to show 
that shoes bought by merchants for 
$3.25 in 1914 now cost $9.50; and 
those which cost $4.25 in 1914 now 
cost $14.00. These last, he said, re- 
tail for $15 now and the lower priced 
shoes at $11. He charged the high 
cost to be indirectly caused by the 
government’s action placing an em- 
bargo on leather and fixing a price 
of $12 on shoes. The embargo was 
later lifted, he stated, but the price 
was not changed, hence American 
manufacturers and merchants coul? 
not go into other countries and com- 
pete. As a consequence, he said, 
England obtained the greater part 
of the world’s supply of leather and 
American manufacturers are now 
forced to pay English manufactur- 
ers a commission on the leather. 
The committee discussed the meat 
problem at some length, but took 
no action. J. H. Bullock, chairman 
of the butchers’ committee, submit- 
ted a report of the committee’s find- 
ings, which will be further dis- 
cussed at a later meeting.

EDMUND M’GARITY 
DIES AT HOSPITAL; 
SICK SIX MONTHS 


Edmund Cody McGarity, a citizen 
of Atlanta since 1880 and one of the 
most widely known and popular 
traveling salesmen between Atlanta 
and New Orleans for the past twen- 
ty years, died last night at a pri- 
vate hospital after a long illness. 

Before going on the road for one 
of the largest silk houses in New 
York, some thirty years ago, Mr. 
McGarity was one of the most wide- 
ly known men in Atlanta’s retail 
and wholesale = goods trade. 

A native of Henry county, Ala- 
bama, he came to. Atlanta in early 
life with his parénts, the late Dr. 
Edmund McGarity and Mrs, McGar- 
ity, who for years were pfominent 
in local civic affairs. Shortly after 
reaching Atlanta Mr. McGarity .en- 
tered the Keely company service, 
then conducted by the late Captain 
John Keely, founder of the present 
company. 

After mastering the retail trade 
Mr. McGarity went with the old 
Moore & Marsh firm, then one of 
the largest and most widely known 
wholesale houses of the south, where 
he remained until about 1895, when 
he accepted a~ position in Philadel- 
phia. A few years later he became 
connected with one of the largest 
sifk houses in New York and with 
that house he remained up to the 
time of his death. 

A year ago Mr. McGarity’s health 
began failing, and for the past six 
months he had been an invalid, but 
through his long and severe iliness 
he was never. heard to utter a com- 
plant. Of a most genial and pleas- 
ant disposition, he made friends of 
all with whom he came in contact. 

Mr. McGarity’s mother died about 
four years ago, and-shortly after- 
wards he was bereaved by the loss 
of his father, Dr. Edmund McGarity. 
A short time afterwards one of two 
brothers died in Texas, where he 
was residing. oe 

Mr. McGarity is survived by his 
wife and one: brother, Jessé L. Mc- 
Garity He was 64 years of age.

and they not only went over the Jen- 
kins case, but Mr. Lansing also laid 
before the Mexican envoy the report 
on the killing of Wallace, which has 
just been received. Their conference 
was, of course, confidential, but it is 
understood that the secretary con- 
veyed to President Carranza’s rep- 
resentative a message more forceful 
and direct than any yet transmitted 
in any diplomatic note. Mr. Bonil- 
las was informed that the depart- 
ment placed no credence in the 
charges on which Jenkins is held inp 
jail in Puebla, in ewhich the Mexi- 
can government declines to inter- 
vene and it is understood that Mr 
Lansing further outlined to the am- 
bassador the inevitable consequences 
of continued murders and molesta- 
tions, probably more pointedly than 
was done in the government’s offi- 
cial note of last July. 

About the same time word came in 
of the death of another American as 
the result of brutal treatment of 


blood poisoning after being held for 
ransom five months in the state of 
Mayarit. 

His captors chopped off one of his 
fingers with a foul weapon and 
wrapped it within their written de- 
mand for ransom money, which they 
sent to his friends in Tepic. Blood | 
poisoning and gangrene killed the 
man while his wife, an American 
woman, and their child, are report- 
ed in want in Tepic. 

The murder of Wallace, however, 
assumed proportions of overshadow- 
ing importance. Potrero del Llano, 
the ranch on which he was mur- 
dered, is six to nine miles south of 
Tampico. The oil pipe lines of the 
Aguilar, Gulf Refining, and Haus- 
teca oil companies run through the 
property. When word of his death 
was received here the officials of 


| all three companies were communi- 


cated with for identification. _The 
Gulf company’s office at Houston, 
Texas, responded that the Wallace 
probably was W. M. Wallace, who 
was known to be in the Tampico 
district, and on the Potrero del 
Liano property. 

If the identification be correct, 
Wallace is the eighth employee of 


the Gulf company to meet death 
at the hands of Mexicans in the 


Tampico district and the eighth 
American to be Killed in Mexico 
since July 22, when the \-United 
States warned Carranza that fur- 
ther murders. of Americans would 
seriously affect the relations be- 
tween the two countries.

Situation Very Tense. 


The whole effect of the day’s 
developments was to put the Mexi- 
can situation, already acknowledged 
bad, into the worst light of proba- 
bly more than a year. The reports 
of fighting in Mexico City and the 
reported fijght of Carranza, should 
they be verified, are expected to 
have 2a material bearing upon it. 
So far as revealed no news was re 
ceived directly from Mexico City. 
The state and war departments and 
the department of justice. all of 
which had been receiving informa- 
tion recently tending to forecast 
such a devélopment, set about seek- 
ing further information and verifi- 
cation of the day’s reports which 
came to the border. 

There was just a suspicion that 
the trouble in the Mexican capita!

ers, protested vigorously.

In view of the climax which now 
seems to have been aided by the 
Wallace killing to the long list of 
affronts, the best available opinion 
is that the government will frame 
its next step with great delibera- 
tion, probably awaiting a and 
verified details from Tampico, and 
if it decides tO act, will accompany 
its decision with a complete record 
framed to make clear its justifica- 
tion. 

There was considerable agitation 
for positive action among senators 
and representatives gathering for 
the reconvening of congress Mon- 
day. Senator Ashurst, of Arizona, 
democrat, characterized the state 
department's policy so far as run- 
ning “a big bluff with a bobtail 
flush.” 

The most definite official expres- 
sion obtainable to define the guv- 
ernment’s intentions was that the 
negotiations would not be prolonged, 
and that once a course were decided 
upon the government would be pre- 
pared to carry it out. 

Studying Mexican Law. 

, Legal officers of the state depart- 
ment today were studying article 
104, paragraph, 6, of the new Mexi- 
can constitution, which provides that 
“the federal tribunals shall 
jurisdiction over * * * 
concerning diplomatic agents and 
consular officers.” 

The Mexican ~government in its 
reply to the American note demand- 
ing Jenkins’ release said his case wus 
in the state courts at Puebla and 
that consequently the federal gov- 
ernment could not intervene. Since 
Jenkins is a consular agent of the 
United States, officials are inclined 
to the epinion that under the Mexi- 
can constitution. the state courts 
have no jurisdiction in his case. 

While officials have not yet seri- 
ously considered the question of Jen- 
kins’ release on bail, they sai ther- 
might be advantages technically in 
refusing to accept bail. In its reply 
the Mexican government pointed out 
that Jenkins could obtain nis liberty 
by furnishing the 1,000 pesos bail 
demanded. 

Use of Army Urged. 

Employment of the army to re- 
lease Jenkins,* unless the Mexican 
authorities comply with this coun- 
try’s demand upon 24 hours’ notice, 
was urged today by Senator Ashurst, 
democrat, Arizona. 
| “Mexico,” he said, “should be given 
24 hours to release our crnsular 
agent, Mr. Jenkins, and if he ts not 
released at the end of that period oi 
time, the American army shou 4 pro- 
ceed to Puebla and release him.” 

Senator Ashurst said “he assumed 
every thoughtful person Knew tnaat 
our state department would do as 
it has been doing throughout all this 
miserable Mexican question—that 1s, 
run a big bluff with a bod-tmil 
flush.’ ”’ 


DENIAL IS MADE 
THAT FIGHTING 
RAGES IN CAPITAL 


Mexico City, November 28.—(By 
the Associatde Press.)—There is no 
foundation for the rumor in circu- 
lation in the United States that 
there has been fighting in Mexico 
City between the factions of Pres- 
ident Carranza and General Alvaro 
Obregon. 

Story of Fighting Denied. 

San Antonio, Texas, November 28, 
A telegram received here tonight 
from the Wxican consul at Laredo 
said he had been in touch with Mex- 
ico City tonight by telegraph and 
that there has been no clash be- 
tween Obregon and Gonzales forces, 
and that President Carranza is still 
in the city. 

The above report came after nu- 
merous rumors that there had been 
fighting in the Mexican capital be- 
tween sympathizers of General Al- 
varo Obregon and General Pablo 
Gonzales in Mexico City. President 
Carranza, it was,said, left General 
Gonzales in charge and fled to Quer- 
taro. The opposing forces are tak- 
ing sides regardless of what Geén- 
eral they have been serving under, 
the message stated.

Falsifiers of Returns Will Be 
Shown No Leniency, Says | 
Roper. 


Washington, November ‘28.— 


| Warning was given tax evaders by 


Commissioner Roper, of the internal 
revenue bureau, tonight that those 
who have falsified or made incor- 
rect returns may expect “to be cail- 
ed upon any day for an account- 
ing.” In no case will leniency be 
individuals 
who have attempted to defraud the 
government, he commissioner said. 

The government’s drive on tax 
; evaders thus far has netted approx- 
imately $200,000,000.more than the 
amount called for Dy the returns 
filed early in the year. Mr. Roper 
said these figures resulted “mere- 
ly from scratching the surface of 
the huge accumulation of tax re- 
turns.” ; 

Field agents of the bureau are 
making a survey of all returns and 
checking up with books of corpo- 
rations for possible irregularities, 
he added. 

Mr. Roper estimated that approx- 
imately $500,000,000 would be col- 
lected during the year 1920, througn 
the campaign, $200,000.000 of it by 
June 30, 1920; in addition to $200,- 
000,000 already collected. Since the 
recent announcement of the find- 
ings of the bureau in the case of 
the Crucible Steel company, he said, 
many corporations and individuals 
have voluntarily presented amend- 
ed returns, the bureau’s action ap- 
parently having awakened many 
taxpayers to the fact that their re- 
turns have not been in strictly rezg- 
ular form.

Airman Lester M iller 
Plunges to His Death 


Jacksonville, Fla., November 23.— 
Lester J. Miller, formerly a captain 
in the av.ation section of the army, 
was killed at the fair grounds here 


today when he fell from a trapeze 


attached to an airplane while at- 
ot a to change planes in the 
air. 

Miller was married here yesterday 
morning. . Two fair association offi- 
cials were in a. jewelry store pur- 
chasing a wedding gift when the 
accident occurred. Miller was a2 
native of Fort Wayne, Ind., and was 
25 years old. He made a \success- 
ful change of planes yesterday. 

Miller was hanging by his hands 
from the trapeze and was waiting 
for the second machine to maneu- 
ver in position under him in order 
to make the drop to its wings. In 
some unknown manner he was seen 
to lose his grip on the trapeze and 
fall 200 feet to instant death.” His

BALTIMORE SUFFERS 
$700,000 LOSS BY FIRE 


BALTIMORE, Mr., November 28.— 
Revised estimates of the loss caused 
by the fire which, early today 
wrecked three of the group of build- 
ings in the center of the city, for- 
merly occupied by Johns Hopkins 
university and damaged about a 
score of residences and stores in the 
vicinity placed the amount at ap. 
proximately $700,000. The loss to 
the university alone may reach $500,- 
000, but it is covered by insurance. 

Investigation is underway to de- 
termine the origin of the blaze, 
which broke out in McCoy hall, one 
of the units of the Hopkins group 
Several explosions were heard in the 
building a few minutes after the 
fire started, and as no explosives 
were stored there, fire officials are at 
a loss to explain what caused them. 

McCoy hall, which since the re- 
moval of the university to Home- 


wood, had been the home of virtu- 


ally all of the charitable organiza- 
tions of the city, was destroyed to- 
gether with records, manuscripts 
and data of value that cannot be 
fixed in dollars, The Maryland Tu- 
berculosis association lost more 
than 12,000,000 Red Cross Christmas 
seals, which cannot be replaced for 
the campaign just about to begin. 

A high wind drove huge embers 
for many squares, starting several 
other fires. One blaze broke out 
ten “Bblocks away. Eutaw § Street 
Methodist Episcopal church, two 
squares distant, was set on fire and 
badly damaged. The church iS one 
of the city’s oldest edifices and has 
been prominently identified with 
the history of Methodism. Francis 
Asbury, first Methodist Episcopal 
bishop in America, is buried under- 
neath it.
